2. The PA Parole Board is not required to consider an application that is submitted: (1) six months prior to the inmate’s
minimum sentence date; or (2) within periods specified by the date a Board Action was recorded after a parole
interview or hearing, per 61 Pa.C.S. § 6139. Three-year review crimes include: murder, voluntary manslaughter,
kidnapping, trafficking in individuals, involuntary servitude, rape, statutory sexual assault, involuntary deviate sexual
intercourse, sexual assault, aggravated indecent assault, indecent assault, incest and individuals designated as a
sexually violent predator under 42 P.a. C.S. Ch. 97 Subch. H (sex offender registration) or | (continued sex offender
registration).
